DR TUCKER'S CASE; 


The position of Dr. F. F. Tucker, a Nebraskan, and 


H graduate of the state university here, -who for years 
has been engaged in the medical missionary Held in 
China, Is admittedly grave. 


Dr. Tucker, under the misapprehension he was fir- 


ing at a marauder who had been robbing the hospital 
systematically, shot and killed a native employed in 
the Institution in a menial capacity. It was purely 
and clearly a regrettable mistake. 
Yet at Techow, 


where Dr. Tucker has been stationed, the clamor arose 
that he should be taken into custody, tried in the 
Chinese courts, and sentenced to death. Such & step 
would be clearly in violation o* the existing treaties 
between the United States and China, which express- 
ly provide that citizens of this country, shall be given 
a hearing before American judges, and an American 
court in which the same legal rules apply as In this 
fcountry. 


Unfortunately Dr. Tucker was 1,000 miles in the 


interior, in the center of a region which has been 
boiling with unrest for more than a year, and where 
'anti-foreign sentiment is especially pronounced. At 
Shanghai, under the cover of the guns of American 
warships, Dr. Tucker would have been secure and 
certain his case would be handled In accordance with 
the treaty provisions. But Techow is 1,000 miles away, 
Jn a country where communication is none too good, 
so that the chances of the former Nebraskan reaching 
a haven of refuge were nullified even at the start. 
The latest dispatches Indicate he has been placed 
tinder arrest, with the American government making 
a determined fight In his behalf. Whether the Chi- 
nese will go through with the full thread of executing 
an American citizen remains to be seen but the In- 
cident reflects the tangled field of International re- 
lations. 


• • • 


It requires very little to set nations at each other's 


throats. 


National pride and patriotism are very quick to 


rally over either real or fancied wrongs. Back of the 
Tucker case Is the story of long growing resentment 
in China against foreign Interference and domination 
in what Is regarded as strictly domestic affairs. It is 
not difficult to understand why China would resent 
the establishment of separate courts of justice in 
that country by foreign powers to handle the cases 
affecting the citizens of those nationalities. It is a 
confession of weakness and inferiority, which the 
Chinese are not willing to admit. They are for the 
most part very well satisfied with their civilization. 
A large part of the hundreds of millions in the Or- 
ient are not ready to acknowledge there Is anything 
in the western world worthy of copying. They scoff 
at our philosophy as If a nation and a people so 
young could have pried loose any of the secrets of 
life. 


So for months and years now there has been an 


insistent outcry in China against the extra-territorial 
rights exercised by foreign countries and a demand 
they be modified. For the most part the western 
nations, including the United States, have pursued a 
policy of conciliation. They have indicated a willing- 
ness to modify existing treaties in line with Chinese 
desires upon the assurance satisfactory guarantees 
will be given by a responsible government. That is 
what China cannot do, so all of the high-sounding 
expressions of friendliness mean nothing in practical 
results. 


The sudden flare of temper against foreigners in 


Techow is more significant and far-reaching than the 
natural bitterness which might be stirred up through 
the accidental shooting of a man. Life is not held in 
high regard- in China. The developments in the 
Tucker case may be taken as an Indication of what 
15 going on in that country in a mounting sentiment 
against the countries of western Europe and the 
•United States. 
» • • 


China has been going through a series of revolu- 


tions and in the Interior, particularly In the Northern 
provinces, representatives and propaganda agents of 
the Soviet government have been busy. Apparently 
they have sown their seed welL China until recently 
has looked always to the United States for help and 
has entertained the friendliest feclins: for Uncle Sam- 
Through the preaching and missionary Tork of com- 
munists, directing hatred asalnst westerners and all 
things western and capitalistic, there has been a 
noticeable change. 


It Is this which has aroused the apprehension and 


concern of old friends and acquaintances of Dr. 
Tucker. If his case is handled by an American court 
there wou'd b« no question of hi* fat*-.

It is a tribute to the carefulness of 
most Lincoln motorists that the city of late has 
been spared any fatalities or serious accidents on 
that account. But nobody knows when such a de- 
plorabie event may occur. An ounce of prevention 
along this line is worth a ton of belated action after 
a life has been lost. 


Police vigilance can and should be employed to 


keep the young people off the street. Parents, too, 
have a direct obligation In the matter. It is up to 
them to see that other opportunities for pastime are 
afforded their offspring. There are few localities In 
this city where some space is not available on private 
premises for juvenile recreation. The public play- 
grounds and parks are also open to everyone. 


Reasonable enforcement of the motor vehicle laws 


and regulations goes hand in hand with restrictions 
imposed on bicyclists and people on foot. Drivers who 
obey the law are entitled to protection from those 
who disregard the rules of the road and whiz along 
the streets at excessive speed. It is not uncommon to 
see a U-turn made on an arterial thoroughfare, or a 
driver cross an intersection after the red light has 
gone on, thereby jeopardizing the safety of other 
motorists who have the right of way. Public senti- 
ment will uphold Mayor Zehrung and the police.if 
vigorous efforts are made to stop these violations 
and see that those guilty of Infractions are arrested 
and penalized. 


• The state drivers' license law can be used as an 
effective instrument in weeding out incompetent and 
reckless car operators, and there should be no hesi- 
tation in~doing so. 


KANSAS SCRATCHES ITS HEAD. 


As the main offender in increasing wheat acreage 


for the 1931 crop season, there is every reason to 
expect the Kansas farmer will do some thinking be- 
tween now and when the time arrives for fall plough- 
ing and planting. 
, 


Kansas has produced a crop of more than 200,- 


000,000 bushels but It is not worth an average yield 
of nearly 60,000,000 bushels less because of the debacle 
in prices. Hundreds of the Kansas farmers are re- 
fusing to harvest the crop because it will not com- 
"pensate them for their trouble. And yet Kansas 
kicked In with more than 500,000 acres more wheat 
in 1931 than in 1930 notwithstanding the farm board 
made a special campaign In that state to reduce 
acreage. Economic circumstances will accomplish 
what. Alexander Legge and his associates failed to 
bring about. After the disastrous experience of the 
present season, It Is not likely the wheat growers of 
the Sunflower state will plant more than 12,000,000 
acres to wheat for the 1932 harvest. 


In many sections of Kansas the situation is ex- 


tremely desperate and inspires sympathy. Out of the 
105 counties in the state, moratoriums on real estate 
taxes have been declared in seventeen of them, post- 
poning payment for a month to six months, it'is 
merely an emergency move and it will in no way 
solve the problem of the farmer who planted a quar- 
ter section or a section of land to wheat. He will 
ultimately have to pay his taxes and his crop did 
not as a general rule net him a sufficient amount to 
do that. 


The Kansas farmer will make a far more substan- 


tial contribution if. he will make a material reduction 
in acreage next season. 


TRANSPORTATION A COMMUNITY PROBLEM. 
The Omaha city council has decided to submit to 


the voters of that city at a special election the ques- 
tion of amending the charter so "as to relieve the 
u-action company of the burden of paving between 
its rails. Without regard to the particular situation 
in Omaha, the fact is generally recognized that the 
custom of requiring streetear companies to pave sec- 
tions of the streets upon which they operate Is now 
obsolete, the original reasons for such rule no longer 
existing'. 


When streetcars first came into use a century ago 


they were drawn exclusively by horses or mules. Then 
the cities began paving their highways and a prelim- 
inary requirement in granting franchises to trans- 
portation companies was that they should pave be- 
tween their rails and maintain such paving. At that 
time there was valid excuse for such rule, for the 
constant'use of that part of the street by the ani- 
mals drawing the cars subjected it to unusual wear. 
Horses have not been used for such purpose for 
many years, however, and there is no more reason 
why a streetcar company should re required to pay 
for extra paving than that a trucking or taxlcab 
corporation should be compelled to do so. 


It is difficult for people to alter their customs, 


however, and theh old system of requiring the trac- 
tion companies to.bear this paving burden continues 
in many places. Streetcar companies are having dif- 
ficulty in making both ends meet now, however and 
are demanding that they be relieved of portions-of 
the loads they are-bearing or that they be allowed to 
collect higher fares. 


An urban transportation system is generally recog- 


nized as beneficial to the entire city in which It 
exists. The owner of a mercantile establishment may 
not ride on the cars himself, but he knows of the 
value they are tq his business. And it is so with 
practically all other lines of business or investment. 
A good transportation system is an asset to a city and 
its upkeep, therefore, should not be borne entirely 
by the people who ride on its cars. 


It Is therefore coming to be recognized that instead 


of increasing fares for the purpose of obviating de- 
ficits and receiverships, extra burdens in the way 
of paving and other unusual taxes should be removed 
and bome by the entire community, all of the mem- 
bers of which benefit to a certain extent by the oper- 
ation of the utility. 
Omaha councilmen seem to 


have reached the conclusion that such a system would 
be the more equitable.

City Clerk Berg Wednesday, Mrs.

HASTINGS, Neb., July 22-From 


a distant city has come a check lor 
$2,500 to be applied under the name 
of "A Friend," on the Sunnyside in- 
firmary fund. 
Sunnyside has be- 


come 6ne of the best known homes 
for elderly people in the state. It 
was ftarted by the Hastings Wom- 
an's club and was for many years 
largely under the management 01 
Mrs. Margretta S. Dietrich. 
Mrs. Dietrich was president of tne 


beard of directors from the time the 
home was first opened in 1913 until 
the last few years, since she has 
been spending much time in travel. 
Mrs. A. H. Brooke, widely known 
welfare worker of this city and of 
the State Federation of Women's 
clubs, is now president of the board. 
It was because of Mrs. Brooke's 


unwavering faith in Hastings' ap- 
preciation of the good the home 
has been doing throughout its life 
here that the infirmary dream be- 
gan to take shape some months ago. 
Hospital Needed. 


Each year, age of the family 


members, as residents of the home 
are always called, brings its share 
of illnesses and from one to five 
or six are frequently confined to 
their beds at one time. Funds are 
lacking to take all to the Mary 
Lannmg Memorial hospital, which 
has been the only place available, 
and often it has been difficult to 
care for some of the patients in 
their rooms. 
For years the board has been hop- 


ing that a way might be found 
whereby a hospital unit might be 
added to Sunnyside. But first there 
was the more necessary addition or 
annex for men. This was made out 
of the barn that had stood almost 
unusued on the lot at the back of 
the home. Eight small but cozy 
rooms were made out of it, and a 
connecting glassed-screened porch 
was constructed for the enjoyment 
of the "boys." Then the back porch 
was transformed into a hospital 
room, when it seemed that the in- 
firmary was too far off for hope. 
But at the annual meeting in 
February, Glaus Frahm and his 
brother, Thomas, long time residents 
of Hastings and well known for 
their unassuming never-to-be-men-, 
tioned charitable work, announced 
to the president and other board 
members that they were ready to 
give dollar for dollar any amount of 
money needed for the infirmary — 
the community to give what it felt 
it could, and the Frahms to double 
that amount up to whatever the 
building might cost. 


No Funds Solicited. 


Sunnyside had never gone out 


and asked for community help. 
Only once each vear has Hastings 
been given any opportunity to help 
m the home. That is at the time

offering is taken up— an absolutely- 
free will offering. This is always 
done early in November, when 
stocks of canned goods, vegetables

Proposals Approved, 


LONDON, July 22—UP)—Two rec- 
ommendations are understood to 
have been adopted today by the 
seven power conference considering 
Germany's financial crisis. 
The first is that the governments 


concerned should invite the Bank 
of England, the Bank of France, the 
Federal Reserve bank of the United 
States and the Bank fo: Interna- 
tional Settlements to renew for 
three months the $100,000,000 credit 
they granted to Germany for one 
month on July 15. 
The secorM is that the principal 


private banking establishments of 
the countries concerned should be 
urged to leave their existing credits 
i. Germany's hands. 
These recommendations, it was 


said, are being presented this after- 
noon tc> the finance ministers of the 
nations participatm in the confer- 
ence 
for 
determination 
as 
to 


whether any technical considera- 
tions would prevent their being 
carried out. 


Third Session Adjourns. 


LONDON, July 22—C/P)—Delegates 


to the seven power conference con- 
sidering measures of relief for Ger- 
many will have to meet again to- 
morrow morning, it was announced 
today when their third session 
adjourned. 
An official communique reported 
progress in the 
consideration of 
methods for restoring- confidence 
in Germany, and said certain tech- 
nical questions had. been referred 
to the finance ministers of the 
participating nations who will meet 
this afternoon. 


One man who was present said of 
this morning's session, "They really 
got their teeth into things." 


Others described the discussions 
as earnest and friendly. 


Mellon Speaks Vigorously. 


Passersby in the courtyard out- 


side the meeting room could ob- 
serve through the windows that the 
conferees 
engaged 
in occasional 


rapid exchanges of repartee and 
once Secretary Mellon, usually a 
•very quiet speaker, was seen ges- 
ticulating vigorously with his hand. 
It was said authoritatively that 
the American plan for German re- 
lief, details of 
which 
were an- 


nounced at Washington yesterday, 
had not been presented formally 
to the conference. 
Secretary of State Stimson, how- 


ever, is taking an important part 
in the proceedings. 
These meetings resemble the pro- 


ceedings of a group of creditor 
bankers attempting to stave off the 
bankruptcy of a valued colleague. 
Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius 
have 
answered 
the questions put to them and the 
project of storing up German fi- 
nances is evolving slowly. 


Statement Considered 


Today the conferees considered a 
statement presented by the commit- 
tee of finance ministers which met 
yesterday at noon. This statement 
was said to be brief, dealing en- 
tirely with the question of support- 
ing German credits and keeping in 
Germany the short term credits 
already granted by foreign, coun- 
tries. 


The matter of the "fundamen- 
tals" of the German crisis, sup- 
posedly raised by the French, has 
been discarded as a basis for con- 
sideration and the delegates have 
decided that the situation is too 
pressing- to go into the fundamental 
causes of Germany's condition. 
There still is no definite indica- 
tion as to when the conferences 
will end, but the French delegates 
have made tentative preparations 
to. leave tomorrow in the expecta- 
tion that the principal business 
will have been -wound up by that 
tune. 


Report on Cost of 


Heating City Hall 


The report of a survey made on 
the cost of healing the city hall by 
a hand fire furnace, and an auto- 
matic stoker, was filed with City 
Cl«rk Berg Wednesday, by Mason 
M. Ramsey, who made the study. 
Ac"oraing to the report the auto- 
matic stoker would reduce the cost 
of fuel annually to $666.75, as corn- 
pat ed to the $1,342 that is spent 
now each winter. The reduction 
would result both from using less 
coul and the fact that a cheaper 
fuel can be used, the report stated. 
It was believed that the survey 


was made at the request of E. M. 
Bair, property custodian, in connec- 
tion with a study that is being made 
relative to the installation of a 
new heating plant. This could not 
be confirmed, as Mr. Bair was on 
an inspection trip.

They sought his defeat on ground 
that he had schemed to establish 
an autocracy instead of working for 
a full-fledged republic, the original 
goal of the revolution. 


Korean Trouble Recalled. 
Chiang Kai-Shek's alleged pro- 
posal that all Chinese factions un- 
ite and make war upon Japan re- 
calls the trouble between 
Chinese 
and Koreans in three Korean cities 
early this month. 


The trouble started when about 
500 Chinese attacked 200 Koreans 
at Wampaoshan because the Chin- 
ese objected to the employment of 
Koreans on an irrigation project 
there. 


Shortly thereafter the Koreans 
retailiated with mob action which 
resulted in the death of many Chin- 
ese and the destruction of consider- 
able Chinese property. Japanese po- 
lice finally restored order. 
Subsequently the .Chines nation- 
alist government announced it had 
made strong representations to Ja- 
pan and for s. time there was fear 
that reprisals would take place in 
Manchuria and Mongolia 
against 
the thousands of Koreans there.

NEW BREAD LAW

the third fight on a bread weight 
law in the state. In 1921 a law was 
enacted which provided for a toler- 
ance of two ounces for each pound. 
The United States Supreme court in 
Burns vs. Bryan held this restric- 
tion to be arbitrary and unreason- 
able. The Petersen fight of 1927 
ended the second attempt by the 
legislature to enact a bread weight 
bill. This measure provided for an 
excess tolerance of 3, ounces for 
each pound of bread and for one 
ounce under the specified weights 
for each pound of bread. 
Provisions of Law. 


The 1931 measure provides that 
bread shall be made in weights of 
one-half pound, one pound and 
one and one-half pound. The secre- 
tary of agriculture is empowered to 
prescribe reasonable tolerances in 
excess but not under these speci- 
fied weights. 


Claim is made by the plaintiffs 
that the buying public demands a 
high quality loaf of bread rather 
than one of any given weight. It 
is alleged that bread properly baked 
may contain the same food value 
and yet vary greatly in weight be- 
cause of oven conditions, evapora- 
tion, scaling operations and like 
bakery operations. 
One of the most popular loaves 
sold, the plaintiffs allege, is that 
retailed for eight cents or two 
loaves for 15 cents, weighing ap- 
proximately 20 ounces. Belief is ex- 
pressed that if manufacture of this 
loaf is denied, housewives will en- 
ter more fervidly into competition 
with bakers and cause the com- 
panies great damage. 
In claiming that the law would 
be injurious to the public, the bak- 
ers set out that because the cent 
is the lowest coin in circulation it 
will be necessary if the size of the 
loaf is fixed to raise the cost of 
bread 
a 
full cent 
should 
the 
cost of the ingredients raise by- 
even a small fraction of a cent. 
On the other hand, it is alleged, 
because a barrel of flour produces 
approximately 300 loaves "of bread 
weighing one pound each, it will be 
impossible to give the public the 
benefit of a reduction in price of 
flour unless the cost of the baker 
is reduced $3 a barrel. 
Large bakers are placed in unfair 
competition with small bakers, it 
is charged, because the small bak- 
eries sell much of their bread direct 
from the oven and the weight does 
not suffer from evaporation to the 
extent of the products made by the 
large plants. Claim is also made 
that restaurants demand bread of 
a size that will fit mechanical 
toasters and that these places will 
begin to produce their own bread 
to the damage of the baker if the 
new law fixing the weight of the. 
loaves goes into effect. 


Alleged action of Dwight F. Fel- 
ton as deputy secretary of agricul- 
ture in attempting to make official 
rules for the enforcement of the 
bread weight law is attacked by 
the bakers. They claim such pow- 
ers were delegated solely to the 
secretary of agriculture and that 
said office is not filled at this time. 
Specific denial of the right of the 
deputy, the governor, or any other 
person to assume these powers is 
made. 
The action was filed by Attorney 
John C. Grover, Kansas City, and 
Harold D. LeMar, Omaha.

Commission Prepares 


Fight Rale Increase 


Ncbraslta Body Vigorously Opposes 


Shortening Time in Which 


To Prepare Case. 


Nebraska's state railway commis- 
sion is 
entering 
vigorous protest 
against any shortening of the time 
allowed for preparation of protests 
to the raidroads' request for a na- 
tion-wide 15 per cent increase in 
freight rates before the interstate 
commerce commission, J. F. Miller, 
secretary of the Nebraska commis- 
sion, announced Wednesday. 
Except for preparation of new in- 
tra-state grain rates to conform 
with th emterstate reductions, the 
commission's rate departmen Is de- 
voting practically all of its time to 
preparations for the fight 
against 
the increase. 
Protestants were originally grant- 


ed until August 31 to prepare their 
objections to the national increases 
but railroads and others favorable 
to the increases are "urging that the 
time be shortened. 


"The Nebraska commission is now 
making every effort," says Secretary 
Miller, "to defeat the proposed in- 
crease so far as this state is con- 
cerned, as it is felt Nebraska has 
generally been hit as hard as the 
railroads and that we should not 
have to pay increased freight rates." 
In the effort to fight this general 


increase, work is temporarily at a 
standstill, the secretary says, 
on 
thirty-seven cases pending 
before 
the commission seeking reductions 
in rates for Nebraska on 
specific 


products. 


If the time should be moved up 
two weeks or a month, it would be 
almost impossible for Nebraska to 
present a full case, he believes. 


The commission secretary also an- 


nounced Wednesday that addition- 
al privileges for attendants 
with 
cars of livestock have been obtained 
by the commission. Free transpor- 
tation will be accorded shippers who 
are sending more than one ship- 
ment, who find it necessary to re- 
turn to pcint of origin before the 
first shipment has reached its des- 
tination.

I General Reductions Will 


Not Be Felt Within 


State, Ross Says. 


New livestock rates, which were 


reported from Washington as pro- 
viding general reductir>»3. appar- 
ently will mean incre<.es on hauls 
in Nebraska territory, C. A. Ross, 
rate expert for the state railway 
commission, announced Wednesday 
morning. 


Because of press of other duties, 


only a few comparisons have been 
drawn between the old and new 
livestock rates but these showed in- 
creases of from 5 to 10 per cent on 
hauls into the Omaha market. 


By contrast, some reductions are 


provided in the proposed new hay 
rates recommended by interstate 
commerce commission examiners. 


Figures on rates on cattle, sheep 


and hogs from. Sarihorn in the ex- 
treme Western part of the state to 
Omaha show increases of more than 
10 per cent on double deck cars. 
From Alliance to Ornaha, the dis- 
tance rate has been Increased from 
36 to 35 cents and from Mansfield 
from 40.5 to 42 cents. This is less 
than a 5 per cent increase. 


Adjustments at key points along 


the way would show an increase 
somewhat less, Mr. Ross believes. 


Rough estimates on the effect of 
the proposed new hay rates show, 
Mr. Ross says, that on distances up 
to 200 miles, Nebraska shippers will 
gain a reduction of 8% per cent. On 
the flat distance rate for 150 miles, 
however, which is the average Ne- 
braska haul, the poposed new rates 
•will mean a 17, per cent increase, 
Mr. Ross says.

Take the rub- 
ber tips off and screw them into 
a board, of a size that you can lay 
on the floor in front of your chair 
so that the two door stops are p- 
posite your two feet. Sitting in the 
chair, put your bare feet over the 
door stops and, with the ball of the 
stop just under the base of the 
toes, curl the toes over the stop, 
pressing down gently. Then relax 
the toes. Continue this 200 times. 


2. Sitting m a chair with a bath 


towel spread on the floor in front 
of you, the narrow end facing you. 
With your bare feet grasp the towel 
and draer it toward you with alter- 
nate pulls of each foot—right, lelt, 
right, left—until theh towel is en- 
tirely beneath your feet. 


3. A golf ball on the floor Is rolled 


under the toes of the bare - foot, 
picked up with the toes and placed 
under the toes of the other foot 
and then the exercise reversed.
